Altalink in Didsbury on 
media campaign

Two members of Altalink’s Law and Public 
Affairs department will be in Didsbury today to 
speak with the media about the power giant’s 
proposed 330-kilometre, 500-kilovolt power¬ 
line. 

“We’re in the area and we just want to touch 
base and meet face-to-face,” said Holly Kerr, 
who will be accompanied by division VP Leigh 
Clark. 

“It’s an introductory thing, to keep you up-to- 
date and make sure you have all of the infor¬ 
mation you need.” 

Rob Notley, an Olds-area farmer who would 
be affected by the plan, said he thinks the 
media visit is a ploy by Altalink to gamer media 
support. 

“Everything they say may be true or it may 
not,” he said. “There have been deserepancies 
in their media campaign.” 

Notley is one of 1,000 Alberta landowners 
comprising the United Power Transmission 
Area Groups (UPTAG), a group that formed in 
January in opposition to Altalink’s plan. 

UPTAG is busy putting together presenta¬ 
tions for a hearing with the Alberta Energy and 
Utilities Board (EUB) this summer. 

The original meeting was scheduled for 
June 19, but UPTAG was granted an extension 


in order to gather evidence to support its case 
against the project, which could potentially 
affect 2,500 landowners. 

“We want to make sure that people had 
enough time to get the information together to 
make sure that they were able to make a fair 
and decent representation at the hearing, said 
EUB spokesperson Bill Curran.

The meeting will now take place July 31. 
Notley said the extension brought them one 
step closer to their goal of halting the build, but 
that the crunch is still on. 

“They (Altalink) have people committed to 
this five days a week and they have all kinds of 
resources behind them,” he said. 

“We’re all really busy right now, with crops 
and everything, so this time deadline has made 
it difficult to coordinate, but we’ve got lots of 
people working on it because there are lots of 
people affected by it." 


Notley said Didsbury s Glenn Smith has been 
one of the busiest members working to prepare 
the presentation. 

“I really admire how much time and effort 
he’s put into this,” he said. 

“Lots of things are going to come out at the 
hearing that show (Altalink) has not done 
things in the best of everyone’s interests.” 

Altaline has proposed a payment increase to 
the would-be affected landowners by nearly 
600 per cent above the current rate, but UPTAG 
said the proposal ignored more important 
issues. 

“I just think this is a red herring to give the 
people of Alberta the belief that the landown¬ 
ers are greedy and want more money,” Anthony 
Heinrich, chair of UPTAG, told Mountain View 
Gazette earlier this year. 

“This is only one of several issues brought to 
their attention and they are choosing this one 
topic to address other issues that were far more 
critical that have not been mentioned.” 

Earlier this month the EUB decided it would 
review the corridor for the proposed line. 

Altalink said the review will mn concurrently 
with their consultation process with landown¬ 
ers and they will respect UPTAG’s right to 
present evidence to t he EUB in July. 

Today’s media meeting will not include dis¬ 
cussions with landowners or Town officials.

Drowning 

investigation 

continues

The tragic drowning of a 
Carstairs boy over the May 
long weekend at the Olds 
Aquatic Centre has left a 
family heartbroken and 
Olds’ town administration 
searching for answers. 

Stuart Ray, director of 
community services, said 
his department is investi¬ 
gating how Jordan Neave, 
8, drowned on May 20 
despite there being two 
lifeguards on duty. 

“We are looking to find 
out what happened. We 
need to know all about 
what’s lead up to it, what 
caused the situation and 
gather as much informa¬ 
tion as is available,” Ray 
said. 

“There may be elements 
that nobody knows 
because nobody witnessed 
it or whatever. So what we 
are hoping to do it discov¬ 
er what transpired in the 
full event.” 

Town administration is 
also waiting for results 
from Neave’s autopsy 
done last Tuesday. 

Neave was at the pool 
with his 10-year-old broth¬ 
er and his grandfather, 
who was reportedly not in 
the swimming area when 
Jordan was found, Ray 
said. 

According to Ray, the 
senior lifeguard on duty 
pulled Neave out of about 
a metre-and-a-half of 
water, where he was spot¬ 
ted laying at the bottom by 
another child, and admin¬ 
istered CPR until emer¬ 
gency personnel showed 
up. 

Neave was rushed to 
Olds Hospital where he 
was declared dead. 

Neave was reportedly 
wearing a lifejacket earlier 
because he was unable to 
meet the swimming 
requirements to play in the 
deep end of the pool 
which reaches a maximum 
of just over three metres. 

In order for anyone to 
swim in the deep end unat¬ 
tended, a full length of the 
pool must be swam non¬ 
stop.

Police college selection 


process

An Olds town councillor is calling the 
selection process for the province’s police 
college ‘flawed’ after Olds was cut from the 
potential list of communities earlier this 
month. 

Counc. Kris Bojda, who helped spearhead 
the project, said he is frustrated because tire 
Town sjrent a great deal of time ;urd effort 
only to have the Solicitor General’s Office 
decline the Town’s Request For 
Procurement (RFP) proposal based on miss¬ 
ing financial information. 

“Tire reason why we got taken out of the 
numing. in my opinion was such a trivial 
matter, that it questions the process itself," 
Bojda said. 

“It’s like you put in the best rejrort you ever 
handed in, you forgot to sign your name and 
you get an ‘F.’” 

Town administration was informed May 1(1 
by phone from the Solicitor General’s Office 
tlrat Olds was eliminated along with 10 other 
communities. 

However, a message was reportedly left on 
Mayor Judy Dahl’s voice mail. 

Tire Mayor told tire Calgary Herald last 
week that she “hail no hard feelings” against 
the province, but she said, “We just think the 
process was very imethical for the release of 
their decision.” 

A formal letter w r as faxed to Mayor Dahl 
last week and even though the mayor is dis¬ 
appointed Olds was cut from the running for 
the massive jwlice training centre, she said 
Olds still has plenty to look forward to as a 
community. 

“It’s OK because in my opinion we an* a 
blessed community starting with a new $52 
million CLC project, so let’s shake (the 
province’s) hands and appreciate what we 
have and work towards the success of other 
things like our library expansion and com¬ 
munity facility that the Ag Society’s build¬ 
ing.” 

However, Dale Withage, Olds’ chief admin¬ 
istrative officer, said the RET process was 
very difficult from the outset and ambiguous 
at points, esjxxially the financial require¬ 
ments. 

“In the strictest sense of t he word, we did¬ 
n’t provide some mandatory information, but 
that w T as also an area of the RFP that we 
didn’t find vety clear and I had talked to the

Solicitor General’s Office and I had been left 
with a different interpretation on the require¬ 
ment for that information that they are now 
saying we should have been doing. 

“There were a numl>er of times I phoned 
tlie Solicitor General’s Office looking for 
clarifications for things and most of the time 
when I asked them well are you going to pull 
that together, they said ‘No. Based on RFP 
you have to put it together as lx*st you can,’” 
Withage said. 

“So it was very difficult to give them really 
concrete answers to what they wen* looking 
for because they couldn’t figure it out It’s 
still a concept" 

Tlie province has yet to commit t he money 
for the project but once built the facility is 
expected to train 400 police recruits annual¬ 
ly, as well as 1,000 other law enforcement 
officers of varying degrees. 

A spokesperson for the Solicitor General’s 
Office said it’s understandable there is disap¬ 
pointment from town officials, but said it is 
going to happen with every community not 
chosen for the college. 

“Indeed, we understand it is a great loss for 
any community to be eliminated, but at the 
end of the day them will only be one location 
selected, so then 1 will lie many more elimi¬ 
nated through this process,” she said, adding 
that her department felt it was more appro¬ 
priate to have someone call first and let them 
know that a formal rejection letter was com¬ 
ing. 

Bidniak also said if the town Lsn’t happy 
with the reasons behind the decision, it can 
appeal to the selection committee. 

Dahl said the Town will not lx 1 appealing 
the decision but didn’t elaborate why. 

Besides Olds, Medicine Hat, Laconrbe, 
Wainwright, Beaver County, Edmonton, 
Leduc, Drayton Valley, Wetaskiwin and 
Empress were also eliminated. 

Communities still in the running are 
Athabasca, Camrose, Dnimheller, Fairview, 
Fort Madeod, Grande IVairie, Digit Level, 
Lac La Biche, Lethbridge, Mayerthorpe, 
Northern Lakes College, Penhold, Provost, 
Red Deer County, St. Paul, Three Hills, 
Westlock, Stettler and Rocky Mountain 
House. 

The province is expected to announce the 
final six contenders possibly by the middle 
of June. 

Once those six are chosen, the selection 
committee will visit each pro|x»sed site.

cars entered into the Show ‘n’ Shine as compared to last 
year, and that the numbers were also down last year 
from the year before. There were also less “pedestrian” 
traffic from what I and others observed. These numbers 
are not trackable since there is no fee and therefore no 
numbers associated with it. 

Also, on page 9 it states that the new location was a 
hit, but that was never truly established. At the end of 
the show when they were presenting awards, the 
announcer asked whether everyone liked the new loca¬ 
tion. While there was applause, I would have to say that 
less than half of the people present applauded. Had the 
announcer asked the opposing question, I wonder what 
the response would have been. 

There were both positive and negative comments both 
at the Show ‘n’ Shine, outside and for days afterward.

The young boy reportedly removed the 
lifejacket to ride the waterslide, Ray 
said. 

There were only 44 people in the pool 
at the time of the accident. 

The industry standard is one lifeguard 
to 75 people, but Ray said the pool uses 
two lifeguards regardless. 

Ray, along with Mayor Judy Dahl, 
backed up the abilities of the two life¬ 
guards, who had about seven years com¬ 
bined experience between the two of 
them. 

“1 really do have faith in our staff, I 
know how they work, 1 swim at the pool 
and we have had a lot of comments from 
people that were at the incident that 
they felt that things were done in the 
right manner,” Dahl said. 

Doug Wagstaff, Ward 7 representative 
for Chinook’s Edge School Division and 
president of the Olds Rapids’ swim club, 
agreed with the Mayor’s comments. 

“It is a tragic event and it is unfortu¬ 
nate, but we have great confidence in 
the pool and the staff that are working 
there,” Wagstaff said. 

“Our kids are swimming there under 
their supervision every single day and 
we see how hard they are working and 
what they are doing.” 

Ray said all the proper procedures 
were followed by the lifeguards during 
the incident, however, his department 
and pool staff is reviewing policies just 
as it did in February 2003 after the near¬ 
drowning of a six-year-old boy. 

“This does prompt (us) to take a more 
critical look because, yes we have a 
good system in place but maybe it’s not 
as good as it could be,” Ray said. 

“You want to make sure whatever you have 
there works for your situation and environment 
because every pool is different.” 


Ray said informing swimmers of the 
rules at the aquatic centre is something 
staff felt was an area that needed 
improvement. 

While Neave's death has been a devas¬ 
tating blow to the entire community, Ray 
said accidents at the pool are more com¬ 
mon than most think. 

“It’s tough to say that. But that’s the 
world that we live in. ... But it's not just 
in Olds either,” he said. 

Thirty-four people died in Alberta in 
2004 from water-related accidents. Six 
of those occurred from swimming in a 
lake or pool. 

From January to May of this year, Ray 
said about a dozen incidents occurred 
where people ranging from four- to 67- 
years-old needed help out of the pool. 

“A lot of it depends on the child’s abil¬ 
ity to swim. There are some six-year- 
olds that can swim six lengths of the 
swimming pool end-to-end and never 
touch the bottom and they are little fish¬ 
es. 

“There are others who are 12 that can’t 
swim half a length and would be in dis¬ 
tress, so age is not always the determin¬ 
ing factor. There are a lot of adults that 
can’t swim,” he said. 

Swimmers also have to know their lim¬ 
its as well, Ray added. 

“For the most part, it is the responsi¬ 
bility of both sides. It is the responsibil¬ 
ities of the swimmers to recognize 
where their limits are - and for children 
that is always hard - and that’s why we 
want parents to be there or someone 
who can provide assistance more than 
just us.” 

Attempts for comment from Neave’s 
family were declined. 

Results from last Tuesday’s autopsy 
are expected within two weeks, Olds 
RCMP said.

A group of very excited I fidslniry teens 
piled onto a bits early Friday morning to 
embark on a 2,000 km journey to the CaK'up 
field hockey competition in southern 
California.

“Everyone's going liallistic," said third-year 
defence player Jaime Lawn. 

Collectively, the 32 girls that comprise tin 1

international tournament. 

When asked what she hojied the team 
would achieve at the Cal-cup, like any truly 
competitive athlete, Lawn said “to win", but 
added a delayed side-bar that she also hoped 
she and her teammates would leant a lot from 
the experience. 

Held hockey Is a fairly young s|xnl in 
Didsbury, bom just tluve years ago out of 
coach Jenny Johnson’s passion for the game. 

Johnson played with the national women’s 
team for six years, from 1998 to 2003, before 
taking a teaching job in Didsbury. 

Most small-town schools offer only two out¬ 
door sports to girls—softb;dl and soccer—so 
Didsbtiry was provided a unique opportunity 
when Johnson came to town.

Emma Harris and Chelsea Overwater will 
also try to clinch six its on the under 16 
provincial team.

She said if all goes well, 
she’ll make a repeat effort 
at next year’s walk. 

“I’ve heard horror sto¬ 
ries, you know, of blisters 
and stuff, but in a year 
you’ll have forgotten about 
that.” 

The first WEBC was the 
single largest breast can¬ 
cer fundraising event in 
Alberta’s history, with over 
2,000 participants and 
1,000 volunteers raising $5 
million for research and 
screening programs. 

The money helped set up 
a mobile screening pro¬ 
gram that travels to 140 
rural Alberta sites, includ¬ 
ing the Olds-Didsbury 
area. 

Linda Mickelson,CEO of 
Alberta Cancer 

Foundation, said lack of 
access to screening pro¬ 


grams is the biggest thing 
holding rural citizens back. 

“If you live in a small 
town and have to travel (to 
get tested) and you’re 
healthy, you say, ‘oh, I’m 
fine, I don’t need to get 
checked out,’" she said. “If 
you’re sick you’ll travel 
because you need to, but 
when you’re healthy it’s 
easy to put it off.” 

Mickelson said she loves 
when small communities 
get involved in finding a 
cure because it affects 
everyone, no matter where 
they’re from. 

“We all know someone, 
whether it’s a co-worker, a 
friend or a family mem¬ 
ber," said Mickelson, 
whose sister has fought 
with breast cancer. 
“Wouldn’t it be great if our 
children and grandchil¬ 
dren didn’t have to worry 
about this disease? That’s 
the ultimate goal." 

She said fundraisers like 
WEBC are important 
because it’s a challenge for 
researchers to find funds 
they can count on. 

“It’s one thing to get a 
small grant, but once it 
runs out, that’s it, they 
have to start looking for 
more money,” she said. 

“So it’s nice for us to be 
able to say you can count 
on us for future initia¬ 
tives." 

The race has promised 
$20 million over the next 
few years to researchers, 
so they can plan ahead 
with new programs. 


Revving up for Breast Cancer 

Didsburians are taking to the street to fight breast cancer, some on wheels and others on foot 
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Resource revenue battle heating up

The Klein government is 
prepared to vigorously 
attack any attempt by the 
Harper Tories to grab 
Alberta’s resource rev¬ 
enues, according to central 
Alberta Conservative 
MLAs. 

Richard Marz, Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills MLA, 
and Luke Ouellette, 
Innisfail-Sylvan l^ake MLA, 
say the federal government 
will have a fight on its 


hands if it tries to scoop up 
Alberta’s oil and gas royal¬ 
ties. 

Last week, Premier 
Ralph Klein said his gov¬ 
ernment would consider 
pulling the province out of 
the national equalization 
program if energy resource 
revenue is included in the 
new formula. 

“We will fight it tooth and 
nail,” Klein told reporters. 
“This is a political show¬ 
down, but this is also a 
constitutional issue." 

Alberta’s resource rev¬ 


enues last year totalled 
$14.5 billion. 

“It’s Albertans’ money," 
said Ouellette. “The 
resource revenue belongs 
to the people of the 
province. The reason our 
taxes are lower and every¬ 
thing else, isn’t just strictly 
because of resource rev¬ 
enue, but of the good gov¬ 
ernment policies that this 
government has had. 

“We’ve made the sacri¬ 
fices of getting ourselves 
out of debt. Do you want to 
reward bad management 


and take away from good 
management to make 
everybody equal? That 
doesn’t really sound like a 
conservative policy to me. 

“I would think that no 
matter what you do, 
whether you’re a reporter 
or janitor or lawyer or doc¬ 
tor, you know the differ¬ 
ence between good man¬ 
agement and bad manage¬ 
ment." 

Alberta already transfers 
more than $10 billion a 
year to federal equaliza¬ 
tion, he said. 

“You’ve got to know that 
Albertans definitely give 


their share, if not more," 
(luellette said. 

Alberta should take 
whatever actions are need¬ 
ed to defend Alberta's 
resources and revenue 
generated through them, 
said MIA Marz. 

“I’m behind (Klein) all 
the way and I’m sure he 
has the support of the 
whole caucus on that one,” 
said Marz. “I think we 
should take legal action or 
any action, whatever it 
takes, to defend that. 

“I think we should have 
the other provinces fight 
with us as well, if neces¬ 


sary. It could affect them 
too, a province like 
Saskatchewan and B.C. I'm 
sure we're going to have 
some allies in this one if 
need be." 

A report was recently 
prepared for the federal 
government calling for 50 
per cent of resource rev¬ 
enues to be included in the 
calculation of equalization, 
according to Canadian 
Press. 

The province has said it 
is willing to accept a pro¬ 
posed 10-province stan¬ 
dard for a new equalization 
plan, but doesn't want 
resource revenues includ¬ 
ed because that would 
increase the size of the fis¬ 
cal pie paid to “have-not” 
provinces. 

Equalization is currently 
calculated on a five- 
province model that is 
drawn from Ontario, 
Quebec, B.C., 

Saskatchewan and 

Manitoba. 

Wild Rose Conservative 
MP Myron Thompson says 
he joins Alberta MLAs in 
opposing any move to take 
away the province's 
resource revenues. 

“I don’t know where 
Ralph Klein got the idea 
that that was going to hap¬ 
pen, but I certainly join 
him in opposing any efforts 
in that regard,” Thompson 
said Thursday. “It is some¬ 
thing I will be following up 
when I get back to Ottawa 
next week. She’s going to 
be topic number one.” 

Red Deer MP Bob Mills 
echoed Thompson’s com¬ 
ments. 

“I would agree with what 
the premier says that obvi¬ 
ously resource revenues 
have not been part of the 
transfer program and they 
never should be,” said 
Mills. “I would go so far as 
to say it would be the most 
damaging thing that could 
ever happen to Canada, for 
that to ever be considered. 

“That's just a no-go area 
and that goes without say¬ 
ing. While I’m the federal 
representative, from my 
point of view I represent 
the constituency of Red 
Deer and I represent cen¬ 
tral Alberta and Alberta as 
well, so I would fight tooth 
and nail over that one.” 

The Harper government 
is not considering includ¬ 
ing resource revenues in 
the equalization program, 
he said. 

“There was a report that 
someone put out and obvi¬ 
ously the media is respond¬ 
ing to it, but there has been 
no official response to it 
and I would go so far as to 
say that’s not even being 
considered,” he said. 

Harper told reporters on 
Friday, “I think we need to 
be clear, equalization is not 
an Alberta program or an 
Ontario program. 

Equalization is a strictly 
federal program." 

However, economists 
across the province have 
said Klein’s fears are 
unfounded and that 
Alberta’s resource rev¬ 
enues wouldn't be affected 
because equalization is 
paid for through federal 
taxation not “tax grabs."

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Innisfail to lead regional 
wastewater committee

At a met'ling of Central 
Alberta municipalities in 
Red Deer Monday, May 24, it 
was decided that Innisfail 
will spearhead the waste¬ 
water planning project 

"Right now we are in the 
feeling out process,” said 
Innisfail’s director of opera¬ 
tions Tim Ainscough. 

“We aren’t sure where the 
$400 million for the project 
will come from yet. I believe 
Alberta Environment is in 
favour of it, but we have to 
wait and set'." 

They met in Red Deer to 
discuss the possibility of 
constructing a regional 
wastewater system that 
would reach as far south as 
Crossfield and would cover 
an area encompassing Olds, 
Ponoka, Innisfail, Sylvan 
Dike and Lacombe. 

Innisfaifs council plans to 
apply for provincial funding 
for the project, which is esti¬ 
mated to cost between $425 
and $.1115 million according 
to a feasibility study pre¬ 
pared by Stantec Consulting. 

This comes on the heels of 
a report from Alberta 
Infrastructure and 

Transportation which 
encouraged municipalities 
to begin planning for upgrad¬ 
ed wastewater treatment 
upgrades. They had offered 
to fund up to 90 per cent of 


the total cost - but when' 
exactly the money will come 
from is still in limbo. 

“The tools are in hands of 
the local elected officials to 
make their cast' for funding 
by the province and get 
organized,” said Innisfaifs 
mayor, Ken Graham. 

Allierta bifrastmcture and 
Transportation refused to 
comment on the project 
until an application had Ixx'ii 
received and vetted. 

But spokesperson TVent 
Bancarz pointed out the 
province has already allocat¬ 
ed $54-million for regional 
water/wastewater projects 
this year. 

“We haven’t received an 
application from the (C.A.) 
commission yet, but a proj¬ 
ect such as this, that covers 
a regional area would cer¬ 
tainly 1 h> eligible for fund¬ 
ing," he said. 

The project calls for a 


regional treatment plant 
downstream from Red Deer. 
It will receive tei1i;uy treat¬ 
ment which includes expos¬ 
ing the wastewater to ultra¬ 
violet light, which kills 
microbacteria before the 
water is discharged into the 
river. 

According to Ainscough, 
there is still a lot of work to 
1 h' done before the project 
can get much further. He 
said that now the 10-mem- 
Ix'r steering committee is in 
place, they have to create a 
regional commission like 
structure, complete engi¬ 
neering refinements and 
secure the funding. 

The next general meeting 
Is slated for September 27. 

Innisfail is leading the 
charge because the commu¬ 
nity's wastewater treatment 
facility is close to the point 
where it may become a 
strain on the town.

June is Stroke Month 
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The road to hell 


Crystal Meth has grabbed ahold of Central Alberta communities and 
now the government is fighting back

Crystal meth can be taken orally, smoked, snorted 
or injected. Depending on the amount taken, the high 
can last up to 12 hours, far longer than a crack 
cocaine high which has a duration of about 30 min¬ 
utes. 

Meth is known as the “poor man’s cocaine" because 
it is relatively simple and cheap to make and inexpen¬ 
sive to buy. 

Meth cooks use commonly available chemicals and 
over-the-counter medications to produce the drug. 
They don’t need much space or money to do it. A lab 
can literally be set up in under an hour in a space the 
size of a kitchen sink. 

For the user who smokes or injects the drug, meth 
produces an immediate euphoric high. Many addicts 
have reported they became addicted after only a few 
uses. 

Like many other drug addictions, 
meth ruins lives. 

O’Dwyer said users may be unable 
to hold a job, and in order to support 
their habit, they often resort to fur¬ 
ther criminal acts. 

“People who once functioned very 
well in the community are no longer 
able to function at all,” he said. 

When resources run out, addicts 
like Easy, also from Red Deer, get 
desperate. 

“All I really care about is getting 
high,” he said. “You get to the point 
where you are just ready to go out 
and kill someone.” 

That need for the next fix, combined with the fact 
that when users come down from the high they may 
experience out-of-control rages (known a “tweaking”) 
before they crash, can make for a violent outcome. 

The quiet trade that once lurked in back alleys was 
pulled into the public eye in February 2005, when 25- 
year-old meth addict Jesse Catellier was gunned down 
and murdered in Red Deer. 

Earlier this month, 21-year-old Ryan Kristopher 
Burns was sentenced in Red Deer to life imprison¬ 
ment for the second-degree murder. 

Shortly after the murder Catellier’s mother, Ingrid 
Braak, said the meth itself was a killer. 

“The thing he used to say, and it made him so sad, 
was that meth steals your soul, and you can’t get it 
back,” she said of her son’s addiction. 

Spurred in part by this horrific event, the provincial 
government set up a Crystal Meth task force earlier 
this year to combat the problem. 

Today marks the end of information gathering ses¬ 
sions that were conducted in communities across the 
province, and now project leaders will work on turn¬ 
ing that input into a productive solution so people like 
Marie can have some hope. 

In her young lifetime Marie had already racked up 
more than 50 Criminal Code and drug convictions, 
including a counterfeit charge that forced police to 
take her away in handcuffs in front of her then 4-year- 
old son. 

But if she hadn’t crashed before causing a blood¬ 
bath her story could have been much darker. 


Marie was lying on the front lawn of an unknown 
house, flashing lights, paramedics and police whirling 
all around her. They were checking to see if she was 
still alive. 

The 22-year-old Red Deer woman had just crashed 
hard from a “flyer”—a psychotic state of mind result¬ 
ing from a four-day crystal meth binge—that lead her 
to hysterical paranoia and rage. 

The voices in Marie’s head told her she was on a 
death mission and she was out for blood—anybody’s 
blood. 

Armed with a machete, blood pumping wildly 
through her veins, Marie found a target. She bounded 
toward a stationary vehicle and attempted to open the 
car door, but the shocked driver 
quickly locked the doors and sped 
away. 

Before Marie could zone in on 
another target, she hit the ground. 

Her story is not unique. She’s not a 
black sheep. In fact, Crystal meth 
has established itself as one of the 
largest growing problems in Central 
Alberta, with “cooks” and users right 
here in Didsbury. 

“If we as a community don’t get a 
hold of it, it will continue to grow,” 
said Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Kevin 
O’Dwyer. “If you deny and ignore it 
you won't solve anything.” 

O’Dwyer pointed to cheap production and high prof¬ 
itability as one reason for the increase in recent meth 
reports in the area. 

So why small-town Alberta? 

DHS student Paula Overguard said she thinks 
Didsbury’s location in the middle of the so-called 
“drug belt" makes buying and selling the drug conven¬ 
ient. 

“When you’re only 45 minutes either way to Red 
Deer and Calgary it makes it pretty easy.” 

Overguard has never tried the drug herself, but said 
she’s heard rumours about other DHS kids using it, 
and she agrees with O’Dwyer that denial will only 
make the problem worse. 

“You’re not going to solve anything by saying, ‘we 
don’t have a drug problem in Didsbury or in the 
school.’” 

But she was quick to add that she doesn’t think the 
problem is any worse in Didsbury than it is elsewhere. 

“Some people think it’s a small town, so there’s- 
nothing else to do," she said. “But I think it’s a reflec¬ 
tion of our society in general.” 

In February 2005, police clamped down on the 
largest meth lab in the province to date on Cremona 
property being leased by two Calgary men. 

RCMP from Didsbury, Olds, Red Deer, Edmonton 
and Calgary seized 10 kilograms of crystal meth worth 
approximately $500,000 in the raid. 

O’Dwyer said producers of the drug who are seek¬ 
ing a remote area because they think it’s an easy place 
to lay low and hide the intense smell that’s released 
when cooking the chemicals, may be mistaken. 

In rural communities we tend to know who our 
neighbours are, so it can be more difficult to hide in 
some regards,” he said.
